Washington, March 20:;—President McKin- 
ley did not attend church this morning, as 
ishis custom, but instead spent two hours 
and more in conference with several mem- 
bers of the cabinet. | 
Assistant Secretary Day called about 10:30 
o'clock and remained until nearly 1 o’clock. 
Secretary Long and Secretary Bliss were 
the other members present. They re- 
mained less than an hour. Commander 
Clover, in company with Mr. Flint, who 
has been acting for the government in the 
negotiations for the purchase of ships, also 
called, and was shown into the president’s 
private office. 

The members of the cabinet on leaving 
the white house said that there was no 
special significance in the meeting this 
morning. The report of the Maine court 
of inquiry had not been received, nor was 
it definitely known when it would reach. 
here. It was expected, however, early 
in the present week, and as soon as re- 
ceived, it would be handed at once to the 
president, and when it had been read and 
considered by the president it would be 
made public. 

Secretary. Long, in speaking of the report, 
said that while fully realizing its impor- 
tance, the country, in his opinion, would 
illingly accord to the president a day or 
two, if mecessary, for its consideration. 
The indications seem to be that the rep 
port will be made public by the middle of 


MLe.present week. 


The presence of Charles R. Flint at the 
conference naturally gives inference that 
the president and his advisers were discuss- 
ing the question of acquiring additional 
ships. Mr. Flint, whose commercial inter- 
ests are largely with South American coun- 
tries, is believed, in a measure at least, 
to mepresent Chili and the Argentine Re- 
public in any negotiations which are under 
way for the disposition of their war ves- 
sels. A reporter today asked Mr. Flint if 
he could say whether or not the United 
States had secured possession of the Chilian 
ship O'Higgins and the Argentine ship San 

. Martino, but he declined to make any 

slatement as to that particular feature of 
the subject. 

When pressed for some information in re- 
Sard to the matter he replied: 

“Both Chili and the Argentine Republic 
have the warmest friendship and admira- 
tion for the United States and her institu- 
tons. Neither country is anxious to sell 
their ships to this government, dasing this 
iIndisposition on the belief that we hdve an 
excellent navy of our own. They want 
these vessels themselves. If the time should 
come, however, when it was apparent that 
the United States needed these vessels they 
would glad'!y part with them to us.”’ 

‘The attention of Mr. Flint was called to 
the published report that the United States 
Would purchase the Brazilian torpedo gun- 
boat Tuby, but this he said would not be 
done, so far as he was aware, as there 
Were no negotiations under way to that 
effect, 

Aside from the meeting of several mem- 
bers of the cabinet at the white house 
there were no incidents of importance dvr- 
Ing the day.

AMMUNITION FOR PENSACOLA. 


Big Rifle Guns Are Being Placed in 
Position on Florida Coast. 

Pensacola, Fla., March 20.—Powder, shot 
and shell continue to arrive here in large 
quantities for the forts and batteries de- 
fending the harbor. Three of the eight 
big mortars for the new battery on Santa 
Rosa island have also arrived, and they 
will be mounted as Quickly as possible.

In addition to the six and eight inch rifle 
suns a fifteeh-inch gun is being mounted 
on the fort.

The work of 
deepening and widening the new channel 
on the bar is progressing steadily, and the 
largest merchant Steamships now pass 
through it without difficulty. 

It is expected that twenty-eight feet of 
water will soon be obtained.

IT IS DEPARTMENT OF THE GULF. 


New Military District Is Composed of 


Seven States. 


Washington, March 20.—In order to cor- 
rect a misunderstanding which exists it 
is stated that the new military department 
recently created, whose headquarters are 
to be at Atlanta, is known as the depart- 
ment of the gulf, General Graham, at pres- 
eat commanding the department of Texas, 
assuming charge. 

The purpose was to include in the con- 
fines of the new department that part of 
the country which would be in all likeli- 
hood nearest to the field of hostilities in 
case it should come to that. The depart- 
ment is to include the states cf South 
Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, Florida, Mis- 
sissippi, Louisiana and Texas, all of which 
except the last three are at present at- 
tached to the department of the east. At- 
lanta was chosen as the headquarters of 
the new department because of its fine 
stretegetical situation, being the center of 
so many railroad connections. 

The derartments of the Missouri end 
Texas are.abolished and the neadquurters 
of the latter, which have been at San 
Antonio, Tex., for so many years, are 
abandoned. : 


SEND MONEY AND FOOD TO CUBA. 


Kansas City Star Ships $9,033 in 
Money and 20 Carloads Provisions. 


Kansas City, Mo.. March 20.—A relief 
fund of $9,033 and twenty-one car loads of 
provisions and ciothing collected in Mis- 
souri, Kansas and Oklahoma for the starv- 
ing Ciioans of Matanzas were forwarded 
south from Kansas City today. 

These relief measures are being carried 
out under the management of the Kansas 
City Star and agents of The Star will aid 
in the distribution at Matanzas under the 
direction of Consul Brice. This relief is 
being carried free on a special train over 
the Memphis road to Memphis, thence over 
the Illinois Central to New Orleans. The 
United States government guaranteed the 
transportation from New Orleans to Ma- 
tanzas. 

The principal articles of food sent are 
wheat, flour, cornmeal, rice, potatoes, 
rolled oats, con@ensed milk and soup ex- 
tracts. 

The contributions of clothing include a 
great number of calico dresses for women 
and children, mostly of the Mother Hub- 
bard pattern made by various church sew-

WORK ON THE WRECK GOES ON 


Dr. Egan Retires from the Relief Com- 
mitte and the Distribution Goes 
Successfully On. 


Havana, March 20.—Little work was Jone 


on the wreck of the Maine today, either by 


the divers or contractors. 

The city has been quiet after the festivi- 
tes of last night, lasting-uactil early this 
morning, at the Tacon theater, where a 
dramatic representation was given in aid 
of the fund for the Spanish navy. There 
was plenty of enthusiasm in the crowded 
theater. Every patriotic sentiment was 
cheered to the echo, but there were no 
sensational features. The proceeds are not 
all in yet, but it is believee that they will 
amount to between $30,00) and $40,000 in 
gold. Former estimates were too larre. 

Even with the enormous prices paid for 
boxes and seits, it was impossible that 
any such figures as $80,000 or $100,000 should 
be realized as was hoped by some. 

The Austrian cruiser Donau, which left 
for New York last evening, is not expected 
to reach her destination for a week or 
two, as she is slow, even with auxiliary 
sail power. 

The Red Cross Society of America, hav- 
ing decided to devote itself henceforth in 
Cuba to hospital, asylum and kindred work, 
Dr. Egan prefers not to serve on the cen- 
tral committee. The distribution relief 
committee now consists of General Lee, 
Dr. R. Guzman, representing the Cuban 
committee, and J. L. Vanderwater, secre- 
tary of the western railway of Cuba, repre- 
senting the American contributors. Gen- 
eral Lee will act as arbitrator in the event 
of a difference of opinion between the two 
other members. 

The food on hand will afford relief to all 
the needy on the island for a week or 
more, and additional supplies are afloat. 
Relief has been sent to 134 central points, 
from which 462 towns and villages have 
been supplied. Corn meal is the principal 
ration, as being good food for the really 
hungry, but not likely to tempt beggars or 
the unworthy. Besides there is no difficulty 
in getting it through the customs quickly. 

Special Commissioner Klopsch has ap- 
pointed three men to travel constantly 
through the island to verify the count of 
the needy, to see that the supplies are 
properly received and handled, to prevent 
fraud and generally to assist in the work 
of distribution. The latest total reported 
to Mr. Klopsch is 205,000 necessitous cases. 

If the government will sanction the ar- 
rangement, a large building in the suburb 
of Guanabacoa, where the Alfonso XIII 
regiment is now quartered, will be rented 
by the relief committee. 

Several hundred reconcentradoes have just 
been set to work cultivating ten acres of 
ground surrounding the building, thus con- 
tributing to their own support. The plan 
is experimental, and if successful, is capa- 
ble of extensive development elsewhere. 

Tre Constitucional, in an editorial today 
under tne caption ‘‘Basta Ya,” (t Is 
Enough), calls atiention to the presence 
in Havana of ’’certain lordly men who are 
talking loudly, discussing Spanish and Cu- 
ban affairs and criticising the government.” 
It says: 

“The action of these men, the yankee 
correspondents, who stir up strife retween 
nations, might, by the lies they )ublish, 
cause innocent Americans to be food for 
cannon in the event of war. The Maine 
disaster has been used as a text for foolish 
stories about mines and also about dun- 
geons worse than the inquisition. 

“Under pretense of relief the United 
States surrounds Cuba with vessels of her 
fleet and the jingo spirit urges war. The 
United States is settled by aliens, anarch- 
ists and the lower Classes, who do not 
know the meaning of real charity, their 
motto being, ‘my son, get money—hon- 
estly if you can; but at any rate, get 
money.’ They seek to inflict humiliation 
upon Spanish honor and Charity by their 
ostentatious contributions. 

“The presence of the Vizcaya and the 
Almirante Oquendo has helped to keep the 
American jingoes within bounds and when 
the fleet of torpedo boats arrive from 
Spain and Admiral Manterola raises his 
flag here on the great ship’ Carlos V, all 
these menaces, inside and outside, will 
disappear.” 

Consul General Lee today visited the 
graves of the victims of the Maine disaster 
in Colon cemetery. The ground has been 
leveled preparatory to sodding and orna- 
mentation with shrubs and flowers. Gen- 
eral Lee will soon erect a fence, inclosing 
all the graves with a gateway. The ques- 
tion of a suitable monument has i:ot yet 
been raised. 

As a result of the action of the central 
committee on the conservative party in 
Havana, in urging all that are willing to 
take part in the coming elections, tiie local 
committeee of conservatives in Cienfue- 
gos, composed of prominent men, resigned 
in a body. 

The latest official dispatch from General 
Pando’s forces tell of “an unimportant 
skirmish with the rebels in the province 
of Puerto Principe.”

Port Royal Harbor Has No Protection 
Against Enemy. 

Columbia, S. C., March 2.—(Special.)— 
While torpedoes and mines are being piant- 
ed at the entrance to Port Royal harbor 
it is almost certain that several of the 
monitors will be stationéd there perm:.uent- 
ly if hostilities begin. Because of the 
depth of the harbor, adequate protection 
cannot be supplied by mines. ‘TJhere are 
no fortifications to protect the govern- 
meit dry dock and.station, so the towns 
of Port Royal and Beaufort could be de- 
stroyed in a few minutes by one ship. 
It is the only port in the south where 
any battleship of Spain can steam up to 
the wharfs. An enemy landing there could 
cut.the Plant railway at Yemassee, a few 
miles away, the main line between the 
north and Florida. Beaufort, the mest 
exposed town on the coast, is also one of 
the oldest. It has nearly 5,000 ‘nhnabitants. 


WARSHIPS IN CHINESE WATERS. 


British Vessels Line the Emperor’s 
Coast and Are Buying Coal. 


Tacoma, Wash., March 20.—Officers of the 
Northern Pacific Steamship Company who 
arrived last night from China and Japan 
report that the British government is mass- 
ing a powerful fleet of warships in Chinese 
waters and that the British are buying 
all the coal.ceming both ways for their 
men-of-war and so anxious are they to 
get it that they send vessels to *eea and 
they hail the coalers and bargain for their 
cargoes, paying giltedge prices if recessary. 

The British are said to be buying all the 
available coal for the Suez canal to the 
no-thern coast of Siberia, as they do not 
want to use Japanese coal. 

Purser McDonald says there are now 
thirty or forty British warships cn the 
China station and the fleet has been con- 
siderably augmented during the last few 
weeks. Among the latest arrivals was the 
big marine fighter, Powerful, one of the 
most desirtictive vessels afloat.

A Blow from Paris.

We must admit, look true. Al] the world 
believes in their authenticity and those 
who do not are of the opinion that they 
ought to be true.’ 

The Pais says: 

“General Lee may now quietly continue 
plotting in his Havana consulate.”’ 

Referring to the quotation “slump’’ in 
Spanish 4s, The Liberal characterizes as 
absurd the action attributed to the pope, 
“his lofty prudence being recognized a!} the 
world over.’’Nor does it credit the Lee ru- 
mors with being the real cause of the fall! 

“The real origin,” it says, “is to 
found in the prominent state of alarm un- 
cer which the Spanish and American peo- 
ple have lived for some time, in the tension 
of mind both endure, in the cloud of 
suspicion with which they are surrounded 
in the feverish excitement which ‘eads 
them to take precautions a@zainst a rup- 
eure and in the angry -estlessies< which 
pervades all unknown dangers.

MAINE REPORT SOON 


Discussion Following Receipt Promises 
To Be Extremely Sensational. 


WILL BE SENT BY PRESIDENT 


Programme for the Coming Week In- 
dicates Some Warm Speeches. 


THE NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL READY 


Many Emergency Items in the Meas- 
ure Sure To Cause Animated De- 
bate and Sharp Inquiries. 


Washington, March 20.—Whether the re- 
port of the naval board of inquiry on the 
Maine disaster goes to congress this week 
with a special] message from the president 
calling for congressional action, our rela- 
tions with Spain and the proximity of war, 
as viewed from the standpoint of the emer- 
gency preparations now going on to place 
the country in a state of defense, will be 
exhaustively debated in the house in con- 
nection With the naval appropriation bill, 
the consideration of which will begin on 
Tuesday. 

The many emergency items in the bill, 
the large increase in the enliste@ foree, the 
liberal provisiens for battleships, torpedo 
boats and dry docks will bring the whole 
subject of the necessity for these prepara- 
tions directly before the house.

Interesting Statistics. 


HE REFUTES RECENT ATTACKS 


System Has Been in Operation Over 
Forty Years. 


AMOUNT OF SCHOOL MONEY APPROPRIATED 


Number of Teachers and Scholars. 
Conventions Held in Several

Montgomery, Ala., March 20.—(Special.)— 
Dr. John O. Turner, state superintendent 
of education, has issued a circular giving 
the educational status of Alabama from 
1855 to 18985. It was prepared in refutation 
of the recent attacks on the public school 
system of the state, and contains Bome very 
valuable information. 

The school system of the state was or- 
ganized in 1855. There was then appropri- 
ated to the school fund from all sources, 
$237,515.39. There were 145,588 pupils. 

In the year 189% there was contributed 
from all sources $657,516.64, to which must 
be added local municipal appropriations 
and moneys paid by patrons of public 


schools to supplement the salaries of teach- 


ers. And then there are thousands of dol- 
lars paid every year to private denomina- 
tional institutions. There were 4,663 white 
Fchools; 2,283 colored schools; 4,764 white 
teachers; 2,266 colored teachers; 194,892 
white pupils, and 113,615 colored pupils, 
making in all 308,507 pupils.

DOWNFALL OF LORD. 


NORTH'S MINISTRY 


Empire State Society of the Sons of 
American Revolution Banquet. 


CHAUNCEY . DEPEW- SPEAKS 


Life of the Englishman) Compared with 
That of Washington. 


SPAIN IS INCIDENTALLY MENTIONED 


Sreaker Showed How Queen Regent’s 
Government Is Following Lord 
North’s Work. 


New York, March 20.—Yesterday Was the 
anniversary of the downfall of Lord 
North’s ministry, and@ last night the Em- 
pire State Society of the Sons of the Amer- 
ican Revolution sat .at their annual ban- 
quet in this city. m 

The most notable feature of the occasio 
was the address of the president of the 
society, Hon. Chauncey M. Depew, who 
took occasion to make reference to Spain 
and her methods of colonial government. 

Mr. Depew said: 

“In 1732 twe boys were born who were 
destined to influence beyond any other 
men of their period and almost of any 
period, the history of the world and te 
happiness of the human race. One ha 
all the advantages that birth, rank, ejuca- 
tion and position would give him in Great 
Britain, and the other had the same cp- 
portunities in the new world. The. cne 
was Lord North, the other George Wash- 
ington. Lord North was a believer in the 
autocratic authority of the middle ages. 
He never understood the people nor cculd 
he comprehend that they had any rights 
in the administration of government. Wash- 
ington breathed the air of freedom in the 
fields and forests of the new world. On 
the farm, at the hustings, in the legisia- 
ture, in politics and in war he mingled 
with the people. He early learned their 
intelligence and capacity for self govern- 
ment. The lesson of civil and religious 
liberty was taught him by example and 
precept until, far beyond his years or his 
contemporaries, he knew the meaning of 
liberty and law. Lord North, by enforc- 
ing the edicts of arbitrary power, created a 
revolt which lost to the British crown the 
greater part of its colonial possessions and 
inaugurated the era of political expansion 
and created the democracy which drove 
him from power and ultimately elevated to 
the control. of the destinies of his country 
the masses of his countrymen whom he 
so distrusted and despised. , Washington 
guided a revolt against authority, &0V- 
ernment and law so wisely, so conserva- 
tively and with such fairness that upon 
the ruins of the government which he 
destroyed and of the laws which he ae- 
fied, he bullt a republic with the rights 
of life, of liberty, of happiness and of 
property so embedded in its constitution 
that the institution of the United States 
alone of all the nations of Christendom 
have survived the shock of social and po- 
litical evolutions of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. 

“After one hundred years Lord North is 
remembered only because his ashes fer- 
tilize free institutions. After one hundred 
vears Washington is reverenced as the 
founder of the most beneficent government 
the world has ever known and as the fore- 
most man in all the elements of patriotism, 
heroism and statecraft of his own time and 
of every age. 

“One power alone in Europe sympa- 
thized with Lord North and George III in 
their attack upon the rights of the Ameri- 
can people; one power alone in Europe 
held off till the last—until long after Great 
Britain herself had acted—in the recogni- 
tion of the independence of the United 
States. That power was Spain. She had 
at that time the most magnificent of co- 
lonial empires; she possessed nearly one- 
half. and the most productive half, of the 
continent of North America, the whole of 
the Isthmus of Darien, the whole of South 
America, and nearly all the islands of the 
adjoining seas. She feared that the ex- 
ample of the American revolution would 
spread to her own colonies. Had she 
learned the lesson of the American revolu- 
tion she might -still have been an impe- 
rial power. That lesson of the - Amer‘can 
revolution in colonial empire -was .homeé 
rule and gelf-government for the people 
of the colonies. and the working of their 
own destinies according to the conditions 
of the country in which they lived and the 
surroundings. This lesson cost Great Brit- 
ain the fairest of her possessions, but by 
adopting the policy which it taught her 
colonies now encirele the globe. Spain has 
persistently clung to the ideas of Lord 
North, and, worse than that, to the Ro- 
man pro-consular system, which recognized 
prosperous colonies only as opportunities 
for the rapadity of imperial] rulers. The 
spirit of the age has broken her power, 
has wrested from her her marvelous pos- 
sessions and has reduced the empire of 
a quarter of the globe to a few fertile 
islands in the Atlantic and the Pacific. Too 
late she recognizes, when all is lost in 
Cuba, the folly of her past and of her 
present. With the independence of Cuba 
will disappear from the face of the earth 
the last remnant of that kind of power 
which was represented by Lord North and 
fell with his ministry.” 

Mr. Depew proposed a toast to the presi- 
dent of the United States. This WAS re- 
ceived with great applause.

many and Russia are backing Spain as 
fully and almost ap openly as they are 
opposing British efforts for the freedom 
of the foreign trade throughout the world. 

“But there is no occasion to talk of an 
offensive and defensive alliance. The dis- 
proportion between our mission and Amer- 
ica’s makes one impossible. There wall 
be time to propose this way of recement- 
ing the race when America is ready to 
face the splendid responsibilities it en- 
tails.’’

‘ 
French Charge at Pekin Demanded 
More Than Directed. 

London. March 20.—The Chinese ambas- 
sador visited the foreign office Saturday 
evening by special invitation. It is 
posed that the French demands in China 
were the subject of discussion.s There are 
some doubts as to the extent of the de- 
mands. 

A dispatch to The Daily Mail from Na- 
gasaki, Japan, mentions a report that the 
Yang-Tse valley is included, whieh tends 
confirm the report’ from Pekin that 
France has demanded that China shail 
not cede any portion of tne province of 
Kwei-Chau, this province being within 
the valley. 

The Times has a dispatch from Pekin, 
however, which explains that the demands 
apply only to the three provinces, Kwang- 
Tung, Kwang-Si and Yun-Nan. 

Discussing the matter editorially, The 
Times suggests as an explanation of these 
discrepancies that M. Dubail, the French 
charge d'affaires at Pekin, has demanded 
more than he was authorized to demand, 
and’ that M. Hanotaux, in consequence, 
has disavowed him in the statement is- 
sued vesterday, saying that there was no 
connection between the demands of the 
French government in China and the Chi- 
nese loan. :

HANOTAUX MAKES A DENIAL. 


French Foreign Minister Says France 
Don’t Want To Divide China. 
London. March 21.—The Paris correspond- 
ent of The Times reports 4 passage of a 
conversation with a4 diplomatist, in 
course of which M. Hanotaux, tne French 
foreign minister, repudiated the idea that 
he desired tO join any scheme for the dis- 

integration of China. 

The correspondent represents M. Hano- 
taux as saying tnat France had nothing to 
gain by taking Chinese territory; that Ton- 
quin was. enough for her; that she did not 
desire to settle in the Yun Nan province or 
to seize southern China and that M. Du- 
bail had not been authorized to enter upon 
the important negotiations attributed to 
him. 

“France not jealous ‘of 
loan arrangement,” said M. Hanotaux. 
“We think, on the contrary, it will induce 
England to keep China in as good a condi- 
tion as possible.”

In spite of rumors of peace and war's 
alarms, there's one thing that moves like 
clockwork, and that is the Dingley de fi- 
cit.

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The Freedom of the Press. 

The famous Ellsworth measure re- 
cently introduced in the New York 
state legislature to restrict the freedom 
of the press in that state has been vol- 
untarily withdrawn yy its author, and 
there is little probability that it will 
ever be introduced again. 

This ends one of the most sensational 
attempts ever made in this country to 
fasten the shackles of governmental des- 
potism upon the newspaper. 

In the provisions of this cruelly un- 
just and arbitrary measure there lurked 
infinite possibilities of danger to the 
peace and good order of society, and 
there is no telling what disastrous con- 
sequences might have speedily resulted 
from its enactment into law. Senator 
Ellsworth must have read the handwrit- 
ing on the wall; for public sentiment 
in New York has been inflamed over the 
measure for some time, and its ignomini- 
oug defeat seemed inevitable, But what- 
ever may have been the senator’s con- 
trolling motives in deciding to with- 
draw his measure, it is certain that in 
taking this course he has displayed much 
greater patriotism than in introducing jt. 

Of course, it is not contended that the 
press is perfect, but its freedom is es- 
sential to the welfare and protection of 
society. Fetter the privileges of the 
newspaper and instantly society is ex- 
posed to the mercy of its worst elements. 
What better evidence of this assertion 


could be furnished than is found in the 


unhappy spectacle which France today | 


presents with her submerged and fettered 
press? She is wholly at the mercy of 
corrupt officials, because her press 
divested of its sacred liberties. Where 
the freedom of the press is broadest, 
there popular government is purest and 
society is best protected; and unless we 
desire to see anarchy usurp the functions 
of law and order in this country, let us 
maintain the freedom of the press in- 
violate.

trial enterprise. In order to secure the 
bulk of Siam’s trade when,this time 
comes, Mr. Barrett argues that we ought 
to begin at once to make the people of 
that country familiar with our products. 
He savs that we must not only rely upon 
catalogues, but that trained men with 
tact and ability to meet the demands of 
the situation must be sent over. If such 
steps are taken, he states that we can- 
not fail to build up profitable trade rela- 
tions with Siam. 

The suggestion of “our resident wmin- 
ister in Siam should not be upon 
the commercial centers of the country, 
and steps should be taken at once look- 
ing toward the improvement of the op- 
portunity which Siam offers.

Hope for Greece Yet. 

Greece seems to be making faithful 
efforts to extricate herself from the em- 
barrassment into which she has been so 
recently thrown. Within the last few 
days information has come from Athens 
stating that she has commenced to beat 
her swords into plowshares and her 
spears into pruning heoks. 
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In other words, Greece seems bent 
upon retrieving her disasters; but in- 


stead of appealing to the god of war for 
help, she has chosen rather to appeal to 
generous nature. Nor is she likely to 
be disappointed; for the soil of Gireece, 
though not remarkable for its fertility, 
is rich enough to amply recompense the 
agricultural efforts of her people. 

If Greece should take it upon herself 
to study the progress which the south 
has made since the close of the late war 
between the states, she might find much 
to encourage her in her industrial aspira- 
tions. In the spirit and temper of our 
people she cannot fail to recognize the 
spirit and temper of her own; and in 
the rich success which has_ at last 
crowned the efforts of our once defeated 
cavaliers, she cannot fail to recognize 


the height to which she may yet lift her 


proud traditicns. 
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Facing Both Ways. 

We confess, fully and freely, that Ed- 
itor Kohlsaat’s various and remarkable 
flops and flounders from peace to War 
and back to peace again have brought 
us to the point of dazed bewilderment. 
For a considerable period, Editor Kohl- 
saat's newpaper, The Times-Herald of 
Chicago, insisted that the republican 
plan meant amything but a recognition 
of Cuba. ‘The Cuban plank of the plat- 
form was even garbled for the purpose 
of showing that it really meant the pro- 
motion of Spanish interests by prev2it- 
ing the shipment of American bought 
supplies to the Cuban patridts. 

While this contention was somewhat 
astonishing, considering the réal state- 
ments of the republican platform, yet it 
was easily understood. No one could 
mistake its meaning. It meant that 
the republican policy, as interpreted by 
The Chicago Times-Herald, was to give 
practical support to Spain by throwing 
obstacles in the way of sending supplies 
and ammunition to Cuba, although this 
business (there being no recognized state 
of war in Cuba) is not unlawful, as the 
courts have decided. As for sympathy 
with those engaged in a struggle for 
freedom, that was a mere matter of 
moonshine. 

Judge, then, of the sensational sur- 
prise occasioned by sditor Kohlsaat’s 
declaration for war on the ground that 
if the republican administration failed 
to intervene and secure the independence 
of Cuba the democrats and their allies 
would secure coftrol of congress in the 
fall elections—a contingency more hor- 
rifying than all the shocks and alarms 
of war. 

By the time this sensation subsided, 
Tae Times-Herald had another = ready.

He had revised his views: he 
had turned a backward somersault, From 
his flourishing garden of peace argu- 
ments, we oull, as Artemus Ward would 
say, the following choice carrots: 

Look also to that period antecedent to 
this boasted twenty years, when for seven- 
teen years the government refused to re- 
deem | notes of issue. Do we want such 
experience as that again? Let a war come, 
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tnd that experience will return. Let the 
first hostile gun be fired against this nation, 
and our securities held abroad will come 
tumbling back upon us, and we will be 
plunged not to the silver basis alone, but 
to something worse than that, the green- 
ack basts. The greenbacks today are 
| a constant menace to continued and sound 
| Prosperity. Should peace contihue they will 
| threaten to carry us to a eilver basis in 
certain political contingencies, and thus 
disturb and disarrange the value of all 


property. Should war come they threaten 
10 drag us even below the silver basis. 

This means, of course, that The Times- 
Herald is now passionately for peace 
at any price. It was for war to prevent 
the success of the democrats and their 
allies in the congressional elections; 
but it has probably been suggested to 
the editear from Washington that the 
democrats cannot have a two-thirds ma- 
jority in the senate as the result of the 
fall elections. Consequently, he has 
put up his pistol. 

But he continues to make suggestions 
that are, no doubt, very embarrassing 
to Ahoughtful republicans. 7

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The serious flliness of Lord Salisbury, 
Great Britain’s prime minister, has called 
forth various expressions of opinion frvin 
leading American newspapers. This is the 
comment which The New York Tribune 
makes upon the fyrime minister’s illness: 
“The announcement of Lord Salisbury’s ill- 
ness will cause world-@ide concern. His 
commanding personality, his distinguished 
career, his vast power in the present crit- 
ical stato of international affairs in four 
continents, all invest him with greater 
interest than almecst any other contempo- 
rary statesman. As a man all the world 
sympathizes with him, and hopes for his 
speedy restoration to health. As the excc- 
utive head of the government of the great- 
est en.pire on the globe_he is, of course, 
variously regarded, according to the friend- 
liness or hostility of other nations to that 
British policy of which he is the chief ex- 
rneent, In the United States he has not al- 
ways been regarded with favor. His policy 
has sometimes clashed with that of this 
country, and has been the object of severe 
criticism. Among all judicious men, how- 
ever, there is an unfailing recognition of 
his sincerity ang straightforwardness, and 
of his friendly disposition toward this 
nation. It is no reproach to a British min- 
ister to say that he stands for British in- 
terests rather than for those of the United 
States. It is no cause for ill-feeling toward 
him that he uses all the arts of diplomacy 
to gain for his country and its colonies 
every possible legitimate advantage over 
this country. Lord Salisbury is a statesman 
upon whom, in his official.capacity, this 
nation may well look with kindly and ad- 
miring eyes. He has been the champion of 
3ritish interests over those of America. 
He would goubtless, should occasion arise, 
be a ready champion of American interests 
over those of any nation in the world out- 
side of the Anglo-Saxon race. To him as a 
man the sympathy of this nation is given 
no less warmly than that of his own.”

shell gun- was fighting for the union, his 
brother,. General Dahlgren, was in Atlanta 
fighting under Gereral Hood. He fought 
all through the war under the confederate 
flag, while his brothers and nephews were 
fighting on the other side. 

Mr. John Adolph Dahlgren, Jr., a son 
of the confederate general, still lLwves in 
Atlanta and occupies a responsible poasi- 
tion with the Consolidated street railway. 
Many other members of the family reside 
here. , 

By using the Dahlgren shell gun, the 
government will save vast amounts of 
money, as there are many of these guns 
already manufactured. 

In point of efficiency ordnance men say 
that the Dahlgren shell gun still remains 
the gun par excellence for river work and 
for attacking shore and beach earthen 
batteries. The high-velocity projectile of 
the modern high-powered ordnance gun 
has demonstrated its inability to material- 
ly damage earthen batteries. High-ve- 
locity projectiles will cut through-an earth- 
en parapet or bury themselves much after 


the fashion of a rocket. The Dahlgren 
shell, on the other hand, with its com- 
paratively low velocity, high trajectory 


and heavy-bursting charge, strikes tne top 
or side of a parapet much like a battering 
ram. The shell by its own impact obtains 
sufficient depth to tnsure good tamping 
and then explodes with all the destructive- 
ness of a mine charge. 

The operations of the famous federal 
Steamer Pawnee in the swamps ¢£.nd rivers 
of the Carolinas is deemed by ordnance 
men the most striking proof afforded of 
the efficiency of D@hlgren shells ageinst 
earthworks. It is not too much to say 
that the Pawnee, with her powerful nine- 
inch Dahlgren battery, served as it was bv 
Commander Balch, at high-angled fire, 
broke up and destroyed nearly the entire 
system of confederate earthworks, which 
stretched between Charleston and Savan- 
nah and included Bull's bay and vicinity 
to the northward of Charleston.

Atlanta Railway Officials Will Fight 
the Consolidated’s Petition To 
Reach Southern Shops. 

The petition of the Consolidated Street 
Railway Company, presented at the laat 
session of the council, to make various ex- 
tensions in their lines in the neighborhood 
of the Southern shops in South Atlanta, 
has stirred up strong opposition from the 
officials of the Atlanta Railway Company, 

who will fight the petition. 

The Hnes of the Atlanta Railway Com- 
pany already pass the railway shops on the 
eastern and western sidés, and an exten- 
sion of the Consolidated lines in this lo- 
cality would materially injure, S0 the At- 
lanta railway officials claim, their business 
in this locality, and would give more street 
car facilities in this section than js actually 
needed. 

The committee on electric and other rail- 
ways met at the city hall Saturday after- 
noon for the consideration of the Consoll- 
dated’s petition, but at the request of Pres- 
ident Woodruff, of the Consolidated, who 
wished to make further surveys before he 
appeared before the committee, action was 
postponed indefinitely. Superintendent 
Zimmerman, of the Atlanta Railway Com- 
pany, was present to fight the petition, and 
President Amorous intended to be there, 
but was delayed on other business. 

The Consoli@ated requests to be allowed 
+o either continue the Smith street line 
via Glenn and Windsor streets to the- main 
entranee of the Southern shops, or con- 
struct a new line to the same terminus via 
Ira street. The Atlanta railway lines pass 
the shops on McDaniel street on the west 
i Cooper street on the éast. The Pryor 
street line of the Consolidated is about two 
blocks east of the shops. 

Superintendent Zimmerman, of the Atlan- 
ta Railway Company, does not believe the 
Consolidated is after the franchises merely 
for business in that locality, but to injure 
his road. He sdys the Consolidated has 
been trying for some time to purchase his 
line and intimates this latést move is an

EDMONDSON GETS DR. Scorn? 


Famous Paste Statue of Fisherman Is 
Awarded Him. 


DR SCOTT HAS FOOLED MANY 
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While Ornamenting the Courtroom 
People of All Classes and Occupa- 
tions Were Sent To See Him. 


—— 


After a hard-fought legal battle before 
Justice Bloodworth Saturday morning, the 
possession of Dr. H. I. Scott, the paste 
statue that has graced the office of Bailiff 
Ray for some time, Was awarded to Dr. 
Frank Edmonson, who was the plaintiff 
in a trover action brought against his 
former partner in the drug business, Dr. 
Dan Goldsmith. 

The statue of Dr. Scott is valueless. Most 
men would not own it as a gracious gift, 
and why two business men should enter into 
a suit for the possession of it is a mystery. 
It consists of a paste figure of a fisherman 
bearing on his shoulder an enormous cod 
fish. 

This is intended as a solemn warning to 
invalids to use that particular brand of 
patent medicine, the mame of which is 
painted on the fish, if they would grow 
fat and be healthy. The figure is called 
Dr. Scott by the officials of Bloodworth’s 
court, because that is the name of the man 
who manufactures the medicine. 

Why the initials ““H. I.’" were prefixed 
is unknown, unless it was to aid in the 
trapping of the unwary. It is estimated 
that no less than 1,000 persons, of all color 
and ages, have applied to Dr. Scott on some 
mission or other within the past few weeks. 
For a time the bailiffs were scouring the 
town in search of persons who would allow 
themselves to become the victim of the 
joke. 

Surgeons have called to mend his alleged 
broken limbs, insurance agents have want- 
ed to insure his life and property, ministers 
have tried to administer to him the last 
rites and comforts extended dying men, 
his friends have been notified that he had 
been arrested, and have rushed to his aid; 
furniture wagons have called to remove his 
effects, peanuts, candy, beer, chewing gum, 
cigars, tobacco and other articles too 
rumerous to mention have been sent him 
from the nearby stores. 

Some of those caught in the trap have 
grinned, some have stormed, many, like 
the Arabs, have “silently stolen away,” 
while others have acknowledged ahe corn 
and treated the crowd. Through these and 
other means Dr. Scott has became famous, 
and yesterday when it became known that 
the trial for his possession would occur in 
the morning many came to the courtroom 
to hear the outcome. 

From the evidence it seems that when 
Goldsmith & Edimondson dissoived partner- 
ship Dr. Edmondson bought the assets of 
the firm and assumed the liabilities. The 
drayman, by mistake, tgok the figure of 
Dr. Scott to the new store of Dr. Gold- 
smith, who located at the corner of White- 
hall and Hunter streets. When Dr. Ed- 
nmonson discovered that the figure was 
missing he went to Dr. Goldsmith and de- 
‘nanded that it be returned. 

Dr. Goldsmith refused to give up Dr. 
and Dr. Fdmonson swore out the 
bail trover. Yesterdey Judge Bloodworth 
decided that as Dr. Edmonson had as- 
sumed the liabilities ard taken the assets 
of the stofe, the figure belonged to him. 
Dr. Scott was taken from the courtroom 
during the afternoon, and now ornaments 
the front door of Dr. Edmonson’s store.

Dr, Lewis preached at the church yester- 
day. In the morning his subject was ‘The 
Revival.”

_ Nothing is More important than a gen- 
ulne revival would be. ew industries, new 
Piails, mere Nuuwleruus acuvities, educa- 
onal Push aud enduwments+-everytaing, 
in tact, yiel@s to this in importance. 

“irom the standpuint or ciericai inter- 
eSts, that May be conceded. Weil, tnere 
are the rea] interests. Ali other are sec- 
Ondary and fugitive. But from the stand- 
point of temporat good a revival is or pre- 
eminent importance. Sin wastes more tnan 
industry and economy invest. Fast living 
is the greatest extravagance, and on that, 
many of Our people are apenaing more tnan 
is needed for moderate living and credita- 
ble investment. 

“What is a revival? 
Holy Spirit. Without Him such a thing is 
in' possible. He is the source and strength 
of this movement of the divine powers upon 
the human soul, He leaves cur natures 
With the principle of kingship and life. 
What system of truth, what form of reli- 
gion, what teacher of the truth denies, dis- 
credits or ignores His ministry is little bei- 
ter than philosophic Paganism, and not one 
particle more deserving than this of public 
acceptance or toleration. There are no 
revivals without the Holy Spirit. 

“What is a revival? A service where old 
Christians are mended and new Christians 
are made, is a good definition. There is 
vast neeg of mending. The brokenness of 
the human soul is the pathetic fact of life 
The paths of earth are slippery. ‘My feet,’ 
said David, ‘had almost _slippec.’. Altogeth- 
er so. But all sinners Have the quality of 
falling, and the stopping means broken 
pones. It isn’t mere idea when leg or arm 
or back or neck ‘is broken. It is a fact 
that calls for quick and vigorous relief. 
The revival is the most needed sanitarium. 

‘‘But new Christians must be made. Not 
by science, whether Christian or common 
sense: not by new methods of preaching the 
gospel; not by Multiplication of agencies; 
not by best education, free or compulsory: 
but by the Spirit of God. ‘Born not of 
blood. nor of the will of the flesh, nor of 
the will of man.’ is the divine limitation 
upon the territory that becomes the birth- 
place of the children of the kingdom. Only 
mhen the Spirit broods are the sons of life 
thorn to spiritual activity anda kingship. 
The assertion of Himself is the gate of the 
new creation and of the passing of the old 
into the new.

AND MATRIMONY 


Dr. Barnett at First Presbyterian Church 
Last Night. 


DUTIES OF HUSBAND AND WIFE 


Too Many Mistakes Made in the Selec- 
tion of a Partner for Life. 


DECLARES HE IS AGAINST NEW WOMAN 


Says Movement Is Toward Infidelity. 
Does Not Believe in Convents and 
Gives Good Advice.

with the relations between parents and 
children and wives and husbands. For

R. E. H. BARNETT, pastor of the 


at the evening services, and the discourses 


are thoroughly interesting and instructive, 
The sermon hast night was no exception, 
and ‘the fundamental truths and whole- 
some advice from this eminent divine’s 
lips found their way into every heart. It 
was one of the strongest sermons heard 
from this pulpit in some time. 

Dr. Barnett is squarely against the new 
woman movement. He S&ays the whole 
trend of woman’s rights is ald infidel- 
ity; that i¢ Is against the teachings of the 
Bible. He does not see how any woman 
with true instinct, can have a higher am- 
bition in ‘tnis world than the molding 
of human character in her home for etern- 
ity. He was outspoken fm his views, and 
held the profound attention of the congre- 
gation during his entire discourse. He 
spoke from the last two chapters of the 
bcok cf Proverbs, in part, as follows: 


“There is no more important event in 
an eerthly career than that which binds a 
man and woman together for life It af- 
fects the life of both mcre or less in this 
world, and 1 might say, in the next. Noth- 
ing in the whole course of events, with the 
possible exception of joining the church, 
should be held more sacred than marriage. 
It is ordained of God. And yet the whvule 
world does not regard it seriously. A 
youns couple entereqd my study the other 
day wanting to be married, They were of 
age and had the proper license. They 
seemed to regard the whole matter as a 
jcke. Would sto God our young people 
would give this matter the consideration 
it deserves before taking such a step. 

“There are too many divorces. It is real- 
ly as vtonishing the many stories of unhappy 
marriages the court records show. The 
error must be corrected in the beginning-- 
in the selection of a husbang and a wife. 
And I want to say right here the model 
woman in the Bible is not found in a con- 
vent; she is not shut up from the world. 
When the scriptures speak of a virtuous 
woman, they mean a woman of strength— 
a woman of strong religious character, 
that cannot be shaken. Such a woman, 
the Bible says, is worth more than rubies. 
I think every man runs a great risk, in 


selecting a companion who js not a child 
of God. 


Woman’s Place in the Home. 


“Woman's place is in the home. I be- 
lieve the whole trend of this woman's 
rights movement is toward infidelity. God 
made woman for the home and man for the 
outside duties. Had it not been the divine 
will we would not have been constituted 
as we are. Any other theory is against the 
doctrines of the Bible. I wonder that any 
woman with the true motherly instinct in 
her breast cherishes more ambition than 
the molding of human character in her own 
household. The woman should rule the 
home; it is her dominion, for which she is 
specially fitted. Whenever a mother seeks 
outside pleasures, seeks to find other call- 
ings than in the home, her children suffer 
from neglect; they do not make the kind 
of men and women they would have made 
under proper attention. Consequently civil- 
ization suffers,,and the moral standard of 
mankind is not what it ought to be. 

“One of the main secrets of happiness in 
the home is conjugal fidelity between hus- 
band and wife. This is best developed in 
Chastity. I believe a man should confide 
unhesitatingly in his wife, and vice versa. 
Happiness is most often found where there 
is perfect confidence. The two go hand in 
hand. The wife should be careful of her 
husband’s best wishes, should aid if need 
be in his financial arrangements as far as 
possible; should make him know she has 
his interest at heart, and that whatever 
concerns him, whether of joy or of sorrow, 
concerns her also. Unquestioned confi- 
dence means happiness. 

‘I do not believe women should be idle. 
Let them always have something to occupy 
their attention. There is too much dispo- 
sition to be idle among the women of this 
day, particularly among the upper classes. 
Women must have something to do. It is 
a matter of history that the downfall of 
Rome resulted from the dereliction of duty 
in the home among the upper circles. Wo- 
men sought outside pleasures. They gam- 
bled; they sinned, and neglected their chil- 
dren. Consequently the succeeding gener- 
ation was not what it Ought to have been. 
A mother’s duty is to her children, so that 
they may ‘rise up ana call fer blessed.’ 

‘A great deal is said ahout women gos- 
siping. I do not know that women talk 
any more than men. Itis a good rule, how- 
ever, to stop before telling a story to see 
first if it is true: then if it is necessary. to 
tell it, 
it. God help us to understand and appre- 
ciate these great truths so clearly pointed 
out in the Bible concerning our relations 
with one another.

LETTERS FROM 
BRIGHT WOMEN 
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The Situation tn France. 


To the average American mind, which 
trom infaney has been nurtured and devel- 
oped in the pure atmosphere of political 
and religious liberty, and which all along 
has been forcibly impressed with those 
fundamental principles of free government. 
gj institutions, namely, an unqualified free- 
gom of speech and press, it seems almost 
incredible, not to Say inconceivable, that 
such intolerance as has S80 recently been 
manifested in the anti-Semitic movement 
in France could have in reality transpired 
in an age of such progresg@iand enlighten- 
ment. Yet a glance at theSpages of the cur- 
rent press gives evidence indisputable that 
this seeming paradox has taken piace, and 
aga result the world is treated to a specta- 
cle so revolting in its nature that it puts 
to shame the stories of Spanish treachery 
an@ the horrible atrocities of the ‘“‘un- 
gpeakable Turks.’’ Nations, like individu- 
als, can master the principles of economy 
only at the school of experfence. This be- 
jng true, it does seem that France, of all 
countries, with the burning picture of thar 
memorable revolution stamped in blood on 
the memories of her people; with the 
spectral visions of the Bastile and guillotine 
gver present to their minds, would be the 
last to trifle again with a raging tempest 
of human passion. The growing sentiment 
of animosity toward the Jews of France 
was Drought to a ,sudden crisis by the 
yell-enown facts of the Dreyfus-Esterhazy 
ase, in which the former was accused ana 
brought to trial as a traitor to his country, 
and in whose defense Emile Zola, the emi- 
nent novelist, has been summarily denied 
the privilege of free speech, guaranteed to 
all citizens by the constitution of his re- 
public. Although a realist in literature and 
an author of unquestioned ability, his 
works have marked him as an object of 
the most cauStic criticism; yet, be this as 
i may, aS a patriot his sincerity of motive 
cannot be doubted, for with nothing to 
gain, but everything to lose, he threw 
‘himself unrelentingly on =the side of 
justice, only to bring upon himself the 
ingratitu@e of his eountrymen = anda 
judgment of treason. No excuse can ve 
offered in extenuation of his unjust con- 
viction, save the fact that through the in- 
strumentaiity off the press he gave voice to 
his sentiments regardless of a popular 
prejudice to the contrary, thereby permit- 
ting his name to be dragged into the pub- 
lic courts associated with the. groundless 
enarge of slander. The character of his 
writings does not enter into a e@scussion 
of the subject in hand; but the simple 
question to be answered is, was his ap- 
parent patriotism genuine and prompted 
by a purity of intention? That our af- 
firmative reply alone can be rendered the 
words of Zola himself, give ample te:ti- 
mony. “I cannot,”’ says he, ‘‘believe that 
France, the great, the generous, the en- 
lightened nation, will tolerate a move- 
ment which springing into being a cen- 
tury after the French revolution and the 
declaration of the rights of man throws us 
back into the dark night of the middle 
ages. The persecution ‘of the Jews is an 
idiotic movement, fostered by certain men, 
Who wish to derive from their connection 
with jt a notoriety whch they could not ob- 
tain in any other way. Yet with all their 
Shouting, these men cannot stir the people 
of France, with their love of justicé and 
their good common sense, to do a single 
act which shows that all their pernicious 
teachings have had any effect upon them 
whatever.”

Rev. C. A. Young Talks Interestingly 
_ n This Important Subject. 


HE PREACHED HERE YESTERDAY

Dr. Young Has Introduced the Study 
of the English Bible in Several! 
State Universities. 


Rev. C. A. Young, who has intrgduced the 
study of the English Bible from fhe stand- 
point of history and literature at the seats 
of various State universities, preached at 
the West End Christian church yesterday. 
It will be remembered that Dr. Young gave 
a course of Bible lectures to the students 
of the University of Georgia last year. 

Like the Bible lecturers at the various 
chautauquas, he teaches the Bible as He- 
brew history and Hebrew literature. He 
says that theology has its place among the 
sciences and that pastcrs have a perfect 
right to emphasize their denominational 
ter'ets in thelr churches, but that the stu- 
gents in the universities will not tolerate 
a man Who is so harrow as to attempt to 
lnpose hiv theological theories or denotni- 
national differences upon them. : 

in speaking of the bible study, Dr. Young 
Suid: “Uur puvlic system of euucalion is a

‘in the north central states, where the 
educational aavantages are greatest, the 
criminality of the negro is three times as 
Sreat aS in the south, and during the past 
live years those states produced more 
criminals than the entire Lnited States in 
the twenty years previous, This fact alone 
reveals the importance of teaching the Bi- 
ble at the State university, which is the 
capstone of Our system of public educa- 
tion, 

“I desire to emphasize the fact that at 
present I @m not in any way connected 
with any state university. I am at pres- 
ent the field secretary of the Christian 
Woman's Board of Missions, a national in- 
corporated organization, faithfully end>av- 
oring to carry out the great commission 
of our divine Master. 

“I do my work simply and solely as a 
Christian man, supported principally by 
the Christian women, in the name of and 
by authority of the triune God, Father, 
Son and Holy Spirit, whom I worship su- 
premely by working for the salvation of 
young Men in state universities. 

“IT am an ardent friend of foreign mis- 
sions. But I also believe with Gladstone, 
that ‘America holds the key to the future.’ 
To win America for Christ. we must Save 
our young men from skepticism, rational- 
ism and@ the vagaries of a godless evolu- 
tion by teaching them the ‘Bible and bring- 
ing them to experience the cleansing in- 
fluence of the blood of the Lamb and the 
regenerating power of the Holy Spirit. 

“The Bible teaching among the students 
of state universities is necessarily unde- 
nominational. This must be so, first, be- 
cause the students who are bright. brainy 
fellows will not tolerate a man who tries 
t> exploit his peculiar denominational t-n- 
ets. Secondly, while the religious element 
in the Rible must not and cannot be ig- 
nored, the only method of teaching ‘he 
Bible to students in state universittfes {fs 
from the standpoint of history and litera- 
ture, This precludes lugging denomina- 
tional differences into the work. 

‘“T have recently been at the University 
of Virginia, which the United States com- 
missioner of education says, in a priviie 
letter to me, is one of the greatest eiuca- 
tional institutions in the world. There I 
gave Bible lectures and taught ible 
classes in the chapel on the campus, which 
is devoted exclusively to religious purposes. 
Among twenty-one young men who studied 
the Bible systematically under me, giving 
five hours per week for a number of weeks 
to the work, one-third of them have de- 
cided to make the Christian ministry fheir 
life work. Three are to become Episcopal 
rectors, two are preparing to be Prespy- 
terian preachers, one the Baptist ministry, 
etc. I have just received a -cordial letter 
aan Dr. John R. Sampey, of the Southern 

aptist Theological seminary, located in 
Louieville, Ky., caying: ‘T will gladly 
join you in teaching the Bible to the’stu- 
dents of the University of Virginia next 
oar. \" 

The following propositions were 
tained by Dr. Young: 

‘First. The best education is symmetri- 
cal—developing the body, training the mind 
and purifying the heart. 

“Second. It is the function of the state 
to supply manual and mental training. 

“Third. It is the function of the cnurch 
universal to develop the religious nature 
of men. 

“Fourth. Our country %is_ unalterably 
committed to the separation of chufch and 
state. 

“Fifth. No education is adequate which 
neglects the religious and spiritual nature 
of the pupil. 

“Sixth. The church and the state must 
co-operate in the completest and, highest 
education of our youth.”

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German Oath Reform. 


From The Pall Mall Gazette. : 

An important reform in judicial proced- 
ure, dealing chiefly with the mode of ad- 
ministering the oath to witnesses, has 
passed through the preliminary stages of 
consideration by the committee of the 
reichstag, and will now be submitted to 
the full house, by which it is certain to 
be adopted. The reform consists of two 
points. The oath isto be taken in future, 
not before; but after a witness has given 
his evidence. He will thus be afforded an 
opportunity, before being solemnly sworn, 
of once more considering whether there 
is anything to be altered in or withdrawn 
from his testimony. It is hoped by this 
means to diminish the number of cases of 
perjury, the frequency of which is at- 
tributed in part to the present system of 
the so-ealled ‘‘promissory oath.”’ 

The second reform provides penalties for 
untrue statements made by witnesses or 
experts, not) upon oath, after the presi- 
dent has warned them of the criminality 
of willfully false utterances. Moreover, the 
parties to civil action will. be placed on the 
footing of witnesses in regard to the state- 
ments made by them, so that in future the 
hitherto unpunishable falsehoods of plain- 
tiffs and derendants in Civil action muy ve 
expected to cease. 

This step is @ novel and bold departure, 
and, as Germany is the first country to 
take it, its effects are awaited in iegal 
circles with the greatest interest. 


Another Lady Sykes Scandal. 


From a London letter. 

There is a new move jin the seemingly 
endless and much involved Sykes scandal. 
This time Sir Tatton Sykes is seeking to 
restrain Attenborough & Co., pawnbrokers, 
from disposing of a lot of valuable family 
jewels pledged with them by Lady Sykes 
as security for a loan, There are six lots 
of these jewels in dispute, and two of them 
are said to have been wedding presents to 
the baronet and his wife. Sir Tatton as- 
serts that he did not Know they had been 
pawned by his wife until he read the pawn- 
brokers advertisement offering them for 
sale. He was scandalized by this fresh pub- 
licity of the) financial crookedness of his 
wife and sought to restrain the sale by in- 
junction. It was fimally arranged that Sif 
Tatton should give bond to indemnify the 
pawnbrokers for possible damages result- 
ing from a delay of the sale, and be allowed 
an opportunity to inapect the property. The 
defendant insists the jewels were the per- 
sonal property of Lady Sykes and as such 
she had a right to pawn them. Sir Tatton 
insists some of them are family heiriooms, 
and as such belong outright to him, while 
in others, such as the wedding presents, he 
has a half interest. If he can make good 
this claim he wtll probably be allowed to 
recover the jewels One strange fact crops 
out in all the Sykes family litigation, and 
this is that Lady Sykes has a mania for 
raising and spending money. Year after 

ear she negotiated loans ranging from 

530,000 to $300,000, and ts still helplessly in- 
volved in debt. She is a heavy gambler in 
stocks and on race tracks, and has been a 
bad loser To meet her losses she has had to 
raise money from the sharks, paying as 
high as 40 per cent interest, and in this 
way the aggregate of the claims now held 
against her is enormousty larger than the 
amount of cash she has actually handled.

FORFEIT ON JAIL 
MAY REACH $2,500 


May Net Bo Finished Until the First 
t of Next June. 


EACH DAY COSTS THEM $15 


County Commissioners Say the Forfeit 
Must Be Paid. 


SHOULD HAVE BEEN COMPLETED JANUARY 


The Settlement of the Forfeit May 
Cause a Discussion—What the 
Contractors Have to Say. 

FE on the unfinished new jail building, $15 

is sliced off the amount to be paid the 
contractors by the county commissioners. 
As the new fail should have been com- 
pleted on the Ist day of January, and it 
will probably not be reedy until the Ist 
day of next June, the money’ which the 
contractors will lose jn forfeitures will run 
Up into the thousands of dollars, and the 
ceduction of the amount from the cost of 
the building may result in avery inter- 
esting discussion between county officials 
and the builders. 

From fplesent indications 
money will reach over $2,000. Under the 
contract, the building was to be turned 
over to the county on the Ist of January, 
18%, and for each day after that time the 
contractors Were to pay the county $15. 
When the new year was ushered in the jail 
Was not much more then half completed 
and the builders stated that it would be 
ready about the 1ith of March, but that 
date has been reached and still the jail is 
not completed. 

Coramissioner Walter R. Brown eaid yes- 
terday afternoon jin answer to questions 
from a Constitution man: 

“We do not expect to receive the new 
jail until the last of May or the first of 
June. The contractors say that it. will 
possibly be ready by the 15th of May, but 
I deubt this. It was the stone work which 
caused the contractors to get behind, and 
I am willing to acmit that they ‘have 
rushed the work all they could.” 

“Will the commis3ionergs make the con- 
tractors pay the forfeit money of $15 a 
day?’ he was asked. 

“We certainly will collect the forfeit 
Of $15 fer every day after the Ist of Jan- 
uary,”’ he replied. “It was so stipulated 
in the contract and there is no way by 
which we could relieve them.” 

On the other hand, the contractors have 
intimated that they do not believe the 
commissioners will make them pay the 
amount.

“but we would 


VERY time the sun rises and sets

behind,’’ say the contractors, 
not let that cause us to 
rush the work at the sacrifice of work- 
manship. We wouid rather pay the for- 
feit than turn over a building that did not 
in every way come up to the plans and 
specifications. It is not customary under 
such circumstances to make the contrac- 
tors lose the stipulated forfeit. We will 
&ive the county of Fulton as fine a build- 
ing as labor and good material] can put to- 
gether. 

“There is no absolute hurry about the 
new jail being completed. Fulton county 
has borne with an old rattle trap for 
several vears and can afford to wait a few 
months loneer.”’ 

Krom the present outlook the new fail 
will not be occupied by the county author- 
ities until June Ist, or May 15th at the 
earliest. When finished jt will be second 
to the largest prison in the United States, 
the largest being located at Baltimore, and 
it will be the finest and best arranged in 
the world, including an arcade like unto 
those at first-class hotels, modern cells 
and a sure-go gallows, guaranteed to do 
ts work to the entire satisfaction of all 
concerned, 

When the building is at last completed 
the contractors will be paid the balance 
due on the contract cost of construction, 
and then will come the settlement about 
the forfeit, which will be in the neighbor- 
hood of $2,000.

BEFORE COMMISSION 


Mr. Jehn R. Cooper Will Ask That the 
Negro’s Life Be Spared. 


HEARING WILL BE HAD TODAY 


Application Will Be Based on Sevefal 
Important Grounds. 


WAS STRONG BEARING ON NOBLES CASE 


rv 
Colonel Cooper Will Insist on Being 
Heard Before the Nobles Case Is 
Decided by the Commission. 


MPORTANT developments will take 
| place in the cases of Mrs. Nobles and 

Gus Fambles, who are egentenced to 
hang next Friday for the murder of old 
man Nobles, wherfMr. John R. Cooper, the 
well-kncwn @ttorney of Macon, appears 
before the prison cOmmission and asks 
to be heard in the case of Gus Fam. 
bles. 

Mr. Cooper will appeal to the commis- 
sion for 1 commutation of the sentence of 
Gus Fi mbles to life imprisonment ang will 
make a strong argument for the negro. 
He esked the commission last Saturday to 
hear him Monday but was informed that 
he couid not be heard. Notwithstanding 
this, Mr. Cooper will appear before the 
commission and make a request that he 
be hgard beforg the fate of Mrs. Nobles is 
decided. 

Gus Fambles is sent2nced to hang next 
Friday, and hts crime is the same ag the 
one for which Mrs. Nobles has been tried 
and retried. The two cases are among 
the rrost notable _in the history of Geor- 
gia and have been closely watched from 
beginning to end. ! 

In his address before the prison com- 
mission today Mr. Cooper will ask for che 
commutation of the sentence of Gus Fam- 
bles on several grounds. 

“His first ground will be desertion and 
abandonment by counsel. Mr. Cooper says 
that Fambles has not been properly rep- 
resented since the first trial of the case. 
He does not think the negro has had fair 
play in that his case was not pushed with 
the energy with whigh it should have 
been. ‘ ; 

His second ground will be that if Fam- 
bles committed the crime with which he 
is charged, he did it under duress and 
persuasion. He will show by the records 
that Mrs. Nobles persuaded the negro to 


kill her husband by continually nagging | 


at him and making him various kinds of 
promises. He will hold that if Fambles 
Killed the old man under duress he is only 
the accessory and should not be hanged. 

On this line he will] make his argument 
and hopes to cause the commission to 
make a favorable report on the case. It 
is not likely he will hold that Mrs. Nobles 
and the negro should be treated alike, 
though it is said the sentiment is that he 
should not be hanged if she is not. Mr. 
Cooper took charge of the Fambles case 
when it went to the supreme court and 
handled it from.that point. The case of 
Mrs. Nobles went to the United States su- 
preme court. 

From the very first trial of Mrs. Nobles 
a strong fight has been made for her life 
by her attorneys, and everything possible 
has been done to save her from the gal- 
lows. It is claimed by Mr. Cooper that 
the Fambles case was not pushed as it 
should have been and was so delayed in 
going to the supreme court that it had to 
be taken up on an extraordinary motion 
for a new trial. 

It has been given out that the case of 
Mrs. Nobles will be decided by the com- 
mission on Wednesday next. Mr. Cooper 
will make an effort to be heard by the 
commission before they have decided the 
Nobles case. The two cases were treated 
together until they reached: the supreme 
court and the Nobles case went «to the 
United States supreme court.
